Precautions Taken for Arctic Trip 
Justified in Grim Fight With Fog 
Alter Crossing North Pole

in at Point Barrow, and flew out over Bering Strait, Realizing the 
danger Capt. Amundsen had given orders to the navigator to steer toward 
land wherever and whenever it appeared.

WITH THE NORGE, AT TELLER (Alaska) 
May 14, via Nome, May 15 (delayed in transmission.) 
—We first steered due eat (after losing sight of land 
at Point Barrow and finding ourselves over the Bering 
Strait,) then we observed that course was giving first 
open water and then ice, even toward the south. Such 
drift ice is better to céme down on than open water. 


We changed our course accordingly, turnifig 
northward where the ice was better. We made slow 
progress with 40 deg. of drift at times, more than 
we had all last night. We called wireless stations im 
an effort to get our bearings, but in vain. 
At last we crossed land and saw am Eskimo hut 
We tried to go down to ask our position, but heavy 
squalls and bumps in the air prevented this, then we 
went up through the fog to reach the sun and thus got 
our latitude observations. | 
DRIFT INLAND INTO ALASKA ! 

During this time we had drifted a good distance inland 
into Alaska. It took us one hour to reach the coast again after 
we had dropped to a lower altitude, as we had lost our exagt 
position. 

The fog was very thick now. We could hear the Nome 
wireless calling another station, and had just time to pick up 
its bearings. Then our position was soon found. We were mak- 
ing for Cape Prince of Wales. | 

We traveled always in a northwest direction with 80 
deg. drift. Often we started only to stall. From Cape Prince 
of Wales we followed the coast but the wind now was down 
the mountains and very bumpy, throwing the ship about. A 
barograph. curve looked like a seismograph curve. 

DECIDE TO LAND AT TELLER 

We again lost our position. The ship was so bumpy it pre- 
vented us from going lower for visibility. As the wind was @l- 
ways increasing we gave up looking for Nome and decided 
to land at Teller, where the ground conditions seemed favor- 
able. Aware of what a landing with a dirigible is in this kind 
of weather, so much more difficult without assistance on the 
ground, everybody prepared for the worst.

, TO BE SHIPPED TO ROME 

Since landing here the crew had worked hard dismantling

landing and it can be easily repaired. The first day of staying 
here, the crew rested to regain their vigor after their tiresome 
seventy-one-hour flight without sleeping. 

During the flight every man was almost constantly on 
duty. Lieyt. Riiser-Larsen, charged with the navigation, carriéd 
out a difficult job, bringing the ship from Spitzbergen to 
Alaska over the unknown regions in a most brilliant manner. 
in spite of fog, snow, heavy winds and lack of astronomical 
observations. 

Forty-six hours after the dirigible left Kings Bay, Ke 
could announce to Capt. Amundsen and Lincoln Elisworth 
that Point Barrow, which was fixed as the place to be reached 
in Alaska, was in sight. 

Col. Nobile followed with interest that never slacked «he 
functioning ship’s complicated machinery. 

MEN GET LITTLE SLEEP 

The flight proved that the precautions taken when the 
Norge was rebuilt during the winter for the transpolar voyage 
were justified by the actual conditions met. If, for instance, 
the detail that the propellers might be compelled to hurl ice 
projectiles against the gas bags had not been foreseen and the 
two bags near the engines made stronger, it is likely that the 
ship would have been forced to land on the polar ice 

The helmsman of the ae Witting, did not sleep more 
than four hours during the flight. The wirelessmen, Gott- 
waldt, Storm and Johnsen, listened almost all the time far 
meteorological reports from the wireless stations around the 
polar basin, and so long as ice did not cover the antennae, 
generators and propeller, we took constant bearings. : 


EVERYONE BUSY 


Malmgren constantly studied the weather conditions, made 
out the weather charts, based on meteorological reports and 
advised the captain and navigator the height to fly where 
there was the least danger that ice would load down the 
ship. In the motor gondolas Cecioni, Omdal, Ardunino, Cag- 
atti, Pomella and Alessandri had hard jobs watching the en- 
gines and the numerous fuel-and oil canals. They also repaired 
the canvas skin when the ice projectiles hurled by the pro 
rpellers pierced it. 

The provisions for the flight consisted of sandwiches, boiled 
eggs and meat cakes. These froze in the low temperature df 
the pole and the polar basin, while coffee and tea in thermos 
containers kept hot. The crew got no warm meat.

The great 
question now was, would we hit 
Spitzbergen or miss it and find 
ourselves lost over the cold water 
of the Arctic Ocean. There are no 
marks on the ice whereby one can 
retrace one’s filght as one has over 
the land. One must navigate over 


gates over the ocean, only naviga- 
tion must be much quicker for by 
the time our position could be lo- 
cated by the seagoing method we 
would be 100 miles or so from the 
location where we started the ca)l- 
culations. 

We had confidence that our 
navigation had been correct—we 
had to have confidence—but, was 
it? Our lives hung in the balance. 
1 then tried a very interesting ex- 
periment to make qertain, as far as 
anything can be certain, that we 
were fiying on a line from the 
pole to Grey Hook, Spitzbergen. 

I calculated from the chart what 
time Grey Hook should be exact- 
ly Between the sun and plane 
which, of courre, would be true 
‘noon at Grey Hook and true noon 
for the spot we were fiying on. 
'This was at J1 o'clock Green- 
wich time. as I recall. At that 
‘time the plane, if wé were on the 
right course, would point exactiy 
toward the sun. 


EXPERIMENT WORKS 

|} To my delight when that in- 
| stant arrived the hand of the sun 
compass and the Josephine Ford 
pointed apparentiy exactly forward 
to the sun. We were still more 
,than 300. miles from land, but I 
, knew now that fog or no fog, sun 
or no sun, we would hit land un- 
less a terrible hurricane should 
blow up. On the way north I had 
obtained the variations of the magc- 
netic compass 
to make a very creat error in 300 
miles. The worst of the variations 
were behind us. 

I went up and relieved Bennett 
at the wheel again and navigated 
at the same time by holding the 

recious sun compass in my left 

and. Very slowly ag the time 
passed, the sun made a bigger and 
bigger angle to the right of our 
lane of flight. That was as it 
should be. When Bennett took 
the pilot’s seat again he informed 
me that the motors were coming 
up to our best expectations in the 
matter of gasoline consumption. 

T had taken a few photographs 
and moving pictures, and I now 
tried to take some more. I had 
never taken moving pictures be- 
fore and very few photographs. It 
took all the patience I possessed to 
erind that film camera, whén the 
film jammed and I almost heaved 
it overboard once or twice. If 
wonder how those pictures are 
coming out, if at all. I took a 
scene of Bennett at the wheel and 
he tried to take-one of me pilot- 
ing but he got up so close that I 
am afraid it won't pan out. 


LAND SIGHTED 

About 2:30 o'clock Greenwic 
time I started forward to a 
Bennett if he could make out any 
land ahead, but just ag I did so 
jhe nodded his head, indicating 
there was something of interest 
to see.

/rectiy behind us now and we were 
}making 105 miles an hour. I took 
jthe wheel and in a few minutes 
jnoted Grey Hook was ahead and 
‘that Amsterdam Island. from 
| which we had taken our depar- 
jture for the pole lay slightly on 
| the starboard bow. 

When we reached the edge «’ 
the ice pack I noted that west- 
ward it was possible to walk to 
jland from the polar ice pack. I 
| judged the strip of ice that led to 
| the land to be four or five miles 
wide. Knowing that hydrocraph- 
ers would be interested in the 
| character and location of the edge 
,of the ice pack, I took a number 
of pictures of it. Waves on the

BAN ON ONTARIO, CAN., 
PLANTS TO BE LIFTED 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, May 16.—Revi- 
sion of the quarantine regulations 
against foreign countries on ac- 
count of the European corn borer 
and other dangerous insects and 


plant diseases will become effective 
June 1, it was announced yester- 
day by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. 

The revision removes the re- 
atrictions formerly enforced under 
this quarantine on the entry of 
certain vegetables, cut flowers and 
flowering plants from the Prov- 
ince of Ontario, Can. This action 
makes the restrictions against Can- 
ada on account of the corn borer 
the same as those imposed by the 
domestic quarantine against the 
western portion of the regulated 
area in the United States. In both 
these regions the corn borer is 
single brooded and under this con- 
dition there seems to be little, if 
any. risk it will infest or be cat- 
ried by these producta. In the New 
England territory, where the corn 
borer is double brooded, it infests 
a considerable list of flowering 
Plants and vegetables, but in re- 
gions where it is single brooded 
ite attacks are practically limited 
to corn and related plants. 

The regulations forbid, with the 
exception of certain provisions, the 
importation into the United States 
from all foreign countries of In- 
dian corn or maize, broom corn, 
sweet sorghum, grain sorghumasa, 
sudan grass, Johnson grass, sugar 
cane, pearl millet, napler graas. 
teosinte and Job's Tears, in the 
raw or unmanufactured state,

At the eame time that the 
wall te subjected to furnace heat 
the jacks put pressure on the 
structure. Some methods and ma- 
terials of construction might make 
e wall which pressure could not 
budge under norma! conditions, but 
which would wilt under pressure 
when it is subjected to fire. 

Because there has been no wey 
to test bullding materials stmul- 
taneously for resistance to heat 
and pressure, previous fire 
teste have been regarded as in- 
conctuatye,

Fifteen 
minutes later, small squads, armed 
with hand grenades, advanced, 
without opposition into the palace 
grounds and into the building it- 
self. Only one man remained. He 
was M. Chondzynski. Minister of 
Railroads, who was taken prisoner. 

It was learned that the Presi- 
dent, accompanied by two Cabinet 
members, had left the palace fif- 
teen minutes before the white flag 
had been flown. The President 
were a steel helmet as he made 
his way through the throng in 
the palace gardens to a_ point 
along the west wall, where with 
the help of the vines and his 
comrades, he ehinnied over and 
dropped on the other side...

President of Tree Body 
Expresses Gratitude For 
Forest Saving Policy 


(RY A. P. SIGHT WIRE] 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Ree- 
ognizing the action of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
clation, which at its recent meet- 
ing urged continued educational 
support of a national forest poli- 
cy program, Charles Lathrop Pack, 
president of the American Tree 
Association, has written E. H. Ba- 
ker, publisher of the Cleveland 
Piain Dealer, that the association's 
action is one of the great forward 
steps In the movement. 

Mr. Baker its chairman of the 
forest resource committee of the 
publishers, which In its report to 
the association said: 

“Your committee asks each and 
every one of you to discuss this 
matter thoroughly in your edito- 
rial councils with a view to keep- 
ing the public fully acquainted with 
the necessity of rehabilitating our 
timber supply and preventing, be- 
fore it is too late, the destruction 
of our forest legacy.” 

The paper committee of the as- 
sociation, at the same time, has 
reported that Canada this year for 
the first time will produce more 
news-print paper than fhe Unit- 
ed States and may soon be in prac- 
tical control of the situation. The 
committee recommended consid- 
eration of development of Ameri- 
can paper resources in the North- 
west and Alaska. 

In his letter to Mr. Baker, Mr. 
Pack points out that there are 
81,000,000 idle acres in the United 
States which could be put to work 
growing trees and that American 
bisiness now pays approximately 
$250,000,000 a year in freight to 
bring lumber from the far West 
to the manufacturing centers of 
the East.

|| BAKING POWDER 


MAKERS IN WAR 


Federal Trade Body Told of 
Sales Methods 


Charges Hurled Concerning 
Use of Chemical 


Scientists Rule Ingredient Is 
Harmless

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, May 16.-—An- 
other skirmish in tne baking pow- 
der war has begun! Hearings are 
now being conducted by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and the 


Royal Baking ‘Powder Company 
must again anewer the charges of 
ite competitors. 

In 1869 the firat baking powder 
appeared upon the market. Prior 
to that housewives had used baking 
soda with sour milk. The Royal 
Baking Powder Company had a 
monopoly on baking powder until 
1876, when competition began. A 
cheaper product wae offered to the 
public and the Royal company be- 
gan to be alarmed. It looked 
around for means of maintaining 
ita hold on the public against this 
competition, 

The new baking powder con- 
tained sodium aluminum sulphate, 
and it is claimed, the Royal com- 
pany immediately began discredit- 
ing the product saying that sodium 
aluminom sulphate was deleterious. 
This campaign of the Royal Bak- 
ing Company against its competi- 
tors has continued to fhe present 
time, 

A number of baking powder 
companies have appeared, and 
some of them have retaliated by 
various campaigns intended to dis- 
credit the Royal Baking Powder 
Company. As the attorney for one 
of the largest of these companies 
says, “The baking powder busi- 
ness has been in a bad way for 
some time, The companies are 
doing things which may well be 
termed unfair practices, and some 
are perhaps even illegal.” It ap- 
pears, however, that six of these 
companies, representing about 75 
per cent of the baking powder 
business, have filed a petition of 
intervention with the 
Trade Commission asking it to is- 
sue crders of restraint against any 
ecmpany which is engaged in un- 
fair practices. 

Some time ago a complaint was 
filed with the commission against 
the Royal Baking Powder Com- 
pany in which it was charged that 
that company was using unfair 
methods of competition. It wag 
charged that the Royal company 
was representing to the public 
that the acid ingredient of its com- 
potitors’ baking powders was the 
same as potassium aluminum su!- 
phate. This substance is known to 
the public as alum. One of the 
“Lines” used by representatives of 
the Royal company was that this 
acid ingredient made its competi- 
tors’ powder pucker the stomach 
in the same manner that lump 
alum puckers the mouth. 

The complaint further said that 
the Royal company had falsely 
represented.the competitors’ prod- 
ucts to be poisonous, that they 
were made from ground-up alumi- 
num cocking utensils, that they 
did not come within the pure food 
laws, and that they were made of 
the same substance which is used 
for styptic purposes after shaving. 
It ie said that the Royal Com- 
pany was so successful in , estab- 
Ushing a prejudice against there 
so-called sodium aluminum sul- 
phate powders, that now it merely 


uses the siogan “Royal Baking 
Powder Contains No Alum.” 
In 1914 the Department of 


Agriculture referred to the Rem- 
sen Board the question of the 
wholesomeness of aluminum com- 
rounds as used in baking powders. 
The Remsen Board has been 
called the supreme court of science 
and is composed of five of the fore- 
most ecientists of Amefica. This 
board conducted experiments upon 


man and animal for eighteen 
months. It reported that these 
experiments had failed to show 


aty deleterious effects when used 
im ordinary amounts. It was felt 
that after this decision allegations 
that sodium aluminum sulphate 
powders were deleterious should be 
dropped, 

Testimony in this case agatnet 
the Royal Baking Powder Com- 
pany has been taken over a period 
of three years. One of the points 
brought out by this investigation 
was that in 1964 the executive 
head of the Royal company pur- 
chased control of the Southern 
Manufacturing Company of Rich- 
mond. This cOmpany was manu- 
facturing and selling baking pow- 
der containing so-called alum. The 
former president of the Southern 
Manufacturing Company testified 
that when the healthfulness of his 
powder was attacked itn and 
around Richmond he wrote to the 
Royal company and threatened 
to reveal the ownership of his com- 
pany if the attacks did not cease. 


When the Federal Trade Com- 
mission brought action, the Royal 
Baking Powder Company  con- 
tended at the hearing that it had 
discontinued the practices of which 
it had been accused. After the 
hearing the commission issued an 
order of dismissal. The commis- 
sion’s attorneys handling this case. 
however, have asked that the case 
be reopened. They assert the dis- 
covery of certain new evidence 
not previously presented in the 
trial of the case. 

The Royal Baking Powder Com- 
pany is not the only one which 
has been complained of to the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. The Cal- 
umet Baking Powder Company, 
which is one of the leaders in the 
complaint against the Royal, has 
been accused of making mislead- 
ing assertions against K. C.. Bak- 


Jacques Manufacturing Company 
of Chicago. It is alleged that Cal- 
umet has said that K. C. Baking
